ADDRESS OF DON. E. W. G* NTT TO THE PEO. 
PLE OF ARKANSAS. 

Fellow-Citizens: Since the 3d of Jane I 
have been a prisouei in the Federal lines. 

Having hut recently been through the entire 
South, having studied its resources, and wept 
over its ruin, aud having become fully ac- 
quainted with its condition and the character 
of its rulers, I have chosen, after long hesita- 
tion, to remain here nod address you, in pre- 
~ jence to being sent home and exchanged. 

i now out' of the service and can therefore 
speak with unreserved freedom. 

My course in this struggle is known to the 
country, lu the army and in prison, with a 
fiie in front and in rear, I have been with you 
and of yon so long as hope remained. And 
to : day, 1 know no devotiou so strong as that 
I bear to my Southern home, aud to the 
masses cf our people, whose terrible sufferings 
bind me closer to them now than ever. 

I shall pile you my views and counsel for 
what they ate’ worth, frankly and fully, in 
this address, and care notforthe conseoneuees 
to myself. It is the path of duty, and I 3hall 
follow it fcailessly. 

I shall speak to tou as an Arkaasian — 
shall therefore confine mjself more particu- 
larly to what has occurred in our midst since 
the commencement of hostilities, and may 
thus give a prominence to events and persons 
that they would not otherwise deserve. As 
I fear no one ? shall spare co one. 

CONDrCT OF CERTAIN LEADERS IX THE BEGIN- 
NING OF THE STRUGGLE. 

nmencement of this unfortunate 
Struj j 'ate hesitated, lint * .V 1 the 
' "^arms came, she opened her treasury 
I poured out her best blood. Her troops 
were removed beyond tbe Mississippi river, 
upon the principle that there was the place to 
detend her soil. We acquiesced. The princi- 
ple was doubtless correct. For a time, all 
things went well eaough with us. We were 
only annoyed by partisan feuds and broils, by 
that selfish faction which so long ruled our 
people and left their debasing influences upon 
jocicty. 

But the poisoned cup had been prepared for 
us in the very beginning. We were destined 
to drain its dregs to the bottom. Our people, 

§ lundered, whipped, and oppressed, were to 
ow their necks to the yoke of a political ad- 
venturer, clothed in lace and brass buttons, 
who owed all he was to their kindness and 
charity. Hindman and the Johnsons — names 
inseparably linked with tbe sorrow and ruin 
of our people— formed a coalition and drew 
into it tbe cast-otT scum of old parties! From 
that day may date the ruin of our people, if 
not our whole cause. Not that I intend attrib- 
uting to them great force or capacity, but 
that circumstances of long ago, linking Hind- 
man to Davis, and intrigue upon the part of 
Johnson, were to place Ilindmau on a larger 
wave than a craft of his size could ride se- 
curely. So bitter and rancorous had been the 
hatred of these men toward each other, that 
euchaunioD, if made publicly, would have 
shocked and startled the people. But it WA3 
dene by stealth. It leaked out by degrees. 

Tbe promotion of Captain J. B Johnson, 
brother of Robert W. Johnson, in Hindman's 
Legion at Hindman s instance; the urging ot 
Hindman’s promotion, by Mr. Johnson, in 
the secret and corrupt ante-ebamberaof Rich- 
mond politics; tbe appointment of Mr. John- 
son's near relative on Hindman’s staff; the 
urging of Uicdmau's further promotion; and, 
stroiigir and stranger than all, the procuring, 
by a trick of Mr. Johnson, of the transfer of 
General Hindman to this deportment, are cu- 
mulative ev id* nces of this corrupt bargain — a 
bargain in which the blood and treasure of 
our people were to go to enrich the Johnaoos. 
Hindman was to be transferred to this depirt- 
rnent, and by his aid a great party was to be 
built up in ■ ur midst, and the enemies of toe 
Johnsons put down. Having fur years U3ed 
the public treasure to put down foes and build 
up parties, i ow the blood of the people is to 
he used far the same purpose. 

Mr. Davis was eager to do anything for 
Hindman; would scruple little about tha 
means or ■ > <: result to the people, yet in tais 
instance be hesitated. Mr Johns m assured 
him that our people wanted Hindman here; 
that he w its the man for the occasion. But 
with a!! ’hi-, Mr. Davis would not send him 
*'by authority," yet would permit him to be 
smuggled cross. Our people were am tz "1 at 
his advent; more so, when they found that 
Mr. Johi h»d brought h m, aud that tue 
prc£3 at Little Rock, heretofore his abusers, 
were sub’, rvient to him. It was voicel-ss as 
far ns II n. email's usurpations and oppressions 
might be. No other reason bas ever yet baan 
givtn for i s mysterious silence than the 
prompt appointment by Hinimau to pusi irn3 
of influence of Dear relatives of tbe editors 
of these papers. And so the plot thickens. 

In all li e .netasces of appointees referred to 
in this address, I do not intend accusing them 
of complicity with the leaders, aud may as 
well s:.y so here. 

CONDITION OF 'AFFAIRS WHEN HINDMAN CAME 
IIEHK— U18 OBJECTS AND ACTS. 

[Ten Hindman came here we had no army 
on our soil. Nor, indeed, any hostile army 
threatening us. The policy of the Cout'eier- 
ate authoii'i s had been announced. It was 
that uo ret iments should be orgauiz -d, but, 
that all men liable to mii.tary duty should be 
onrolle.d in regiments then existing. This 
policy was iD the way of Hindman’s building 
up fur hiiuseif and the Johnsons a great array 
of satellites by the “appointing power. 
Therefore, in the teeth of this policy, and dis- 
regarding authority, he organized and offi- 
cered some forty regiments. The poor soldier 
could not choose his own officer. He might 
not choose w bat would be regarded as John- 
fon-HiDdmau material. But the creation and 
continued existence of an officer as such, de- 
pended upon Hindman's breath alone. It re- 
mained now to be seen wbat oue who had 
crawled in the dirt before the people, when he 
wanted place, would do when he held supreme 
power. 

Among the first acts was to declare martial 
law all over the State, and to appoint patrols 
often, with a captain, in each township — a 
new military organization of bis own crea- 
tion. Among their duties was to assist in ar- 
resting and imprisoning, without charge or 
complaint, the suspected freemen of Arkansas 
And many a poor creature, thus torn from 
borne and family, died in a loathsome prison 
or perished by tbe wayside I Would you be- 
lieve, roy lellow-citizeus, that two or three 
lines from Hindman or one of his subordi- 
nates, have been all the commitment upon 
which respectable citizens, with their heads 
shorn, have lingered a year in the peniten 
liary, treated as ordinary convicts? The rec- 
ords are in the city of Little Rock. 

But this is not all. He plundered our people 
most mercilessly. Anarchy and despotism 
vied in their reign. His commissary depart- 
ment was so miserably Managed that, with an 
abundant country to drew and collect supplies 
from, it was so neglected that, I am told, in 
many instances, he took bread from the 
mouths of helpless women and children, 
whose only stay and support had perished 
*by disease or the baygnet. Ila assumed to 
Tegnlate prices. By this arbitrary and tyran- 
nical means, he caused great suffering, aad 
afforded increased facilities for the growth of 
fraud and crime, while all honest man were 
■well nigh impoverished. He ordered cotton 
to be turned in regions remote from naviga 
tiou, and where an army will never tread, and 
Where, if it sbould come, it could not more 
than transport supplies, much less haul cotton 
And he s<nt brutal, rough men to execute 
these orders. If a citizen complained, he was 
Snubbed, plundered, or imprisoned! Oftener, 
all of these things. Of all these things Jeff 
.Davis teas duly informed. 

■Hen long absence, and tales of distress 
from tbe. plundered homes of toil- 
vorn Soldiers, impelled them, from impulses 
not to be dispiseri, to force their way home, 
1o stop the cries of suffering babes, and soothe 
the sorrow of heart-broken wive?, with the 
intention of again returning to their com- 
mand.*, he has not waited their return, but 
treated them us deserters; had them hunted 
with negro dogs, and, when caught, executed 
with a fiendishness alike cruel and shocking 
to humanity! 

He has, 1 nm told, appointed Military Com- 
missions, which should keep no records, and 
from their midnight recesses spoken away the 



lives of citizen and soldier. In one instance, 
this P'jsterious, aud worse than Jesuitical tri- 
bunal, condemned to six months’ imprisonment 
a citizen of our State. With a stroke of his 
per, he raised the penalty to capital punish- 
11 ent, and tbe victim was accordingly execu- 
ttd. What the supposed offender did; what he 
was accused of doing, there is no written 
record left. Voltaire says, that in Africa, ty- 
rants who execute with their own hands, 
criminals condemned to death, arejustly called 
batbariai s. lie would be puzzled tor a name 
for tie tyrant in tbis instance. 

In other cases, he is said to have caused men 
to be executed without trial, and even to have 
witnessed their execution. In others, again, 
be is said to have sei/.ud citizens and put them 
upon trial before military tribunals and had 
them executed. In one instance, the offence 
being Unionism, it was ascertained after trial 
ami sentence that the supposed offender was a 
good Southern man. A pardon from Hind- 
man was started, but the bearer reached there 
in time to see the lifeless f 'rm of the murdered 
man being borne from the desecrated snot of 
bis execution 1 Of ail these things Jefferson 
Davis was duly informed. 

STORY OF THE TEXAS VOUCH. 

The slory of the two young Texas soldiers 
I have often heard and never heard it contra- 
dicted. They were twin brothers; you eg, 
handsome, and sprightly. Having just entered 
the service, and from a State no’ed for its pe- 
culiar ideas of personal freedom, they supposed 
tbat a few days’ absence from camp, without 
leave, would subject them to nothing more 
than a slight camp punishment. And, hav- 
ing relatives a few miles in the country, whom 
they had not seen for years, they concluded 
to visit them. Poor fel’iowsl Hindman wa3 
fresh from Bragg! They were hunted down, 
summarily tried, convicted, and the sentence 
approved in one day! The young men, in 
person, urged their youth and inexperience as 
an excuse, aDd begged him to let them live, 
assuring him they would show him, it spared, 
what soldiers they could make. Their gray- 
haired siie, bearing about his person the 
marks ot wounds received at the Alamo, and 
upon the battle fields of Mexico, with break- 
iig heart, bowed before him and craved par- 
don for bis thoughtless and iunoceDt boys. 
And women, struck with their youth aud in- 
nocence, with tears and entreaties imnlored 
mercy for the unfori unate youths. But in 
vein! The tyrant was inexorable. The no- 
ble boys fell, after a tender and touching fare- 
well, victims to the ambition of one who was 
misled by tbe cruelty ef Bragg, and who, in 
adopting the latter's discipline, took up the 
club of Hercules, and so, not being able to 
wield it, degenerated into a mere murderer.

He turned the Indians against us. Thus 
leaving us defenceless aDd threatened by a 
savage foe in the West, besides the loss of 
that whole territory. There was but one 
man on the continent who could control them. 
Nature, education, habits, and appearance, 
had peculiarly fitted him for the task. That 
mac was General Albert Pike. He should 
have been permitted to remain there. Hind- 
man and Johnson intrigued him out. Mr. 
Davie preferred risking tbe loss of that coun- 
try, and our ruin, to tbe loss of his pet. He 
even permitted General Pike to bo dragged 
through the country like a common culprit be- 
tween a file of soldiers! Wbat hope had a 
poc r, down-trodden citizen, when a general 
cfficer, and he one of the first men of the na- 
tion, could be thus treated with impunity at 
the instance of one of Davis’s creatures? Of 
all these things Jefferson Davis was informed. 

RESPONSE TO OUR APPEALS— COMING OF HOLMES. 

But our people in the soreness of their 
agony, aud, from the depths of their oppres- 
sion, petitioned Mr. Davis for relief. Month 
after mouth rolled by, and no response. Still, 
month alter month, they groaned and suffer- 
ed and supplicated 1 Their appeals for relief 
fell upon lesden ears. And while the people 
suffered, tbe Johnsons and Hindmau feasted 
and flourished, and were glad. But, at last 
the current of agony and of complaint was 
too great. Tbe tardy response came! And 
what, oh, my suffering countrymen, do you 
suppose that response is? It is, that 
“HINDMAN WAS THERE WITHOUT AUTHORITY.” 
Wbat a terrible retribution we had a right 
to expect! The least we could hope, had bis 
acts been done by one here by authority, would 
be that he would meet removal and prompt 
punishment. And surely, that one who, here, 

‘ without authority" has robbed, pillaged, and 
destroyed — oppressed and murdered, and 
crushed the very life ont of our people, would 
be put upon bis trial as a culprit and meet a 
felon's doom. We shall see. 

In amazement, you would ask me il Mr. 
Davis knew ot these things. Ail of them. 
Besides what private citizens ail over the 
State had written him, General Pike, in writ- 
trn charges and in powerful published pam- 
phlets, made most ot it known to him aud the 
world. But R. W. Johnson and his followers 
are supreme at Richmond. He owns the 
whole representation from this State, except 
Mr. Garland, who has all the sense and man- 
liness of the concern. Verily, the “vessel of 
Slate must have been violently agitated, or 
sucb foul dregs could never have risen to the 
topi” One Hanly did venture to whisper in 
bis room, with locked doors, to a few citizens, 
at out these outrages, but he locked their 
moutfco with a pledge of secrecy before they 
left, lest “Bob Johnson ’ should think he had 
turned traitor to him. And poor old Mitchell 
would talk so much on both sides that, as 
muni, be neutralized what he said, while Mr. 
Garland’s utterances were stifled between 
afhet’.onon the part of Davis for Hiadutan, 
and subserviency to Mr. Johnson. The latter 
gentleman will not desert Hindman yet. The 
harvest ot place and power reaped by them is 
too great to losr. Better the people groan and 
suffer So, after all his wickedness, Hindman 
is still to remain here. Bat to soothe the pub- 
lic and blind it, a new man must be brought 
over — one they can use, of course. Mr. Johu- 
eon finds him, a weak, superannuated old crea- 
ture, who was made “Lieutenant-General 
Holmes,” for this express command. The 
in'eieste of Arkansas being subordinated to 
that of the Johnsons, and to the bate of Mr. 
Davis, for our poor depressed people demand- 
ed General Price — or ratber begged for him 
prtsoiiely — our days for “ demanding ” having 
pasted . 

The acts of this poor, unfortunate and pitia- 
ble old man are known to all. Uur people 
breathed Iree for a moment after he “ame — lor 
the Pries hire belonging to the coalition — he 
wa9 eulogiz’d excessively. But they soon 
saw the stroke of Hindaiau’s hand in all his 
acts. As Gen. Pike justly remarks, his lieu- 
tenant btcame his master. Holmes revoked 
note of Hindman’s odious orders, and the ter- 
rible rctnes of oppression and plunder went 
ou as be fore. 

CONDUCT OF GEN. HOLMES — LETTER TO MR. DA VI3. 

Wi'h all this, our people were still willing 
to suffer and to b'eed if any military results 
favorable to us might flow from it. Our hopes 
were disappointed. Military affairs were neg 
leeted. Johnson and Hindman were intent 
upon keeping up political prestige, and oven 
induced poor old General Holmes to Use the 
influr nee of bis rank aud gold lace upon weak 
members of tne Legislature in the election for 
Confederate Senator. Thus the time was 
passed in feasting and dancing and political 
wire -working, while the poor soldier shivered 
under the bleak sky aud the poor citizen 
gioancd under oppression aud wrong, and 
trembled lest the morsel should at any mo 
ment be takeu from his helpness family. 

General Holmes bad no plan of campaign. 
No conception cf his duties, and not man ti- 
ness and honesty enough to give way to a 
better. 

While this state of affairs existed, I ad- 
dressed a letter to Mr. Davis, as follows: 

“Sir — I f something is not done for Arkan- 
sas, vve are ruined. Gar people have been ter- 
ribly oppreaced. They are yet. They need 
itlief. They want Gen. Piice. Send him 
and be wilt winter in Missouri with 60 000 
men. If you don't, this department is gone, 
and Arkansas must and will seek protection 
elsewhere. 

“General Holmes has no plan of campaign 
Hindman is in the Northwest with some 15,000 
meD. But the centre, under Roane, and 
Itw other atupid political appointees of Hon 
R. W. Johnson, is too Inr off to support him 
The ccntie, in turn, cannot be supported by 
tbe right, UDder Hindman, or the left, under 
Churchill, at Arkansas Post; while the lat- 
ter place, if attacked, cannot be supported^ 
ar.d must fell. B sides, General Churchill, 
although a good soldier, is, in my opinion, in- 
competent to the command. I speak of these 
things, as apairst offensive movements upon 
tbe part of tbe enemy. As for offensive move- 
me die upon on? part, Gen. Holmes has under- 
taken none. Nor do*s he even contemplate 
it. If nut troops rtinuin here they ought to 
go into Missouri at once. 

“But, ax I said in my last letter, aU the sol 
diers on this side of the river, except about 
.5,000 mounted men to keep out marauding 
bands, oogbt to be sent eoro-s tbe Mississippi 
river. For every man sent from this side of 
the river, forces the Federals to send on? to 
mret 1cm TLus, Arkansas would be relieved 
(f a fti-.rdly and hostile army bo'h. Then 
holding Vicksburg aud its approaches in the 
meantime, end our people bciog left free to 
sow and reap in peace, we can supply the 
w hole army on the east side of the river But, 
by all mtans, rend Price here and let him go 
into Missouri. He would be received with the 
wildest enthusiasm. If he is cot sent we are 
ruined. 

“I know that certain politicians from our 
State talk differently. They either dou’ 
know wbat they talk about, or are subserving 
seise se lfish ends at tbe cost of the people, 
krow that I have long been the victim of 
petty partisan intrigue there, bat, as having 
been the chosen representative of half the 



people of Arkansas in Federal Corgrep;, and 
as that verdict has never been set aude by 
them, I haTe tbe right to speak and do, iu 
their name and behalf, most solemnly u-ge 
these views upon you. I beseech you not to 
listen alone to politicians, who, repudiated and 
kicked out of power in 1860, were so unman- 
ly as to crawl back into like places when the 
country was in arms. I beseech you uot to 
let their selfishness be our ruin. While I 
would scorn to ask this for myself, I cm do so 
cheerfully for my people. 

"This letter, for the preBfnt, I desire should 
be considered as private and confidential. 

“Your obedient servant, 

“E. W. GANTT. 

"His Excellency Jeffsbson Davis.” 

My appeals did not even elicit a response. 
Time wore on. My predictions proved true. 
Hindman was defeated at Prairie Grove. His 
shattered columns, over snow and ice, half 
clad, and halt fid, wound their toilsome way 
tack to Little Rot k. About 5,000 went home 
by force. Churchill was attacked at Arkan- 
sas Post, but being cut off from hop? of succor, 
tbe place was am rendered after a feeble resist- 
ance. Mr. Davis bnd been warned time and 
again of these dangerf. But Hiadmau was 
bi6 pet and protege. Sending Price would 
ir.iufcie with Hindman, and would likewise 
give cppoitunity for distinction to a man he 
faitd. This po 7 le and good old man, who i3 
a stateiman and a soldier, has been meanly 
and malignantly disparaged and oppressed by 
Mr. Davis since the commencement of the 
war. 

OUlt rECPLK DISHEARTENED — INFAMOUS CON- 
DUCT OF MR. DAVIS. 

Our people, .after these reverses, were more 
dishcarter ed than ever. They clamored for 
Hindman’s removal and trial. General Pike 
preferred the charges, and went to Richmond 
in person to prosecute them. But Mr. Dzvis 
smuggled Hindman back on the other side of 
tbe river, and gave him the dignified aud ap- 
propriate position ot president of a court of 
inquiry to investigate the conduct of one o.h- 
er pet of his, General Mansfield Lovell, who 
so ingloliously surrendered New Orleans — 
commencing in Louisiana wbat Hindman 
completed in Arkausa*. But, as if to arid in- 
sult to injury, Mr. Davis at last indorsed 
openly tbe acts of Hindman, and, to add to 
cur shame aud humiliation, gives him com- 
mend of a division in Braggs army! Hu- 
manity stands appalled and reason aghast at 
uch acts of perfidy, baseness, and cruelty. 

Oh! my conntrjmsn, your sufbwing has 
been indescribable, inconceivable! We thought 
wc were fighting for constitutional liberty, 
hen a tyrant was most mercilessly treading 
that Constitution under his feet by every act 
of outrage and oppression tbat a conquered 
i ample can feel. And, after nearly two years 
ot strife, we awake from a fearful oaptismal of 
blood to the teriible truth that the shadow of 
the despotism which we fled from under Mr. 
Lincoln, dissolves into nothingness compared 
to the awful reign ot tyranny that wc have 
groaned under at tbe hands of Jefferson Davis 
and bis minions. Will we profit by such 
awakening? It remains to be seen. 

The army that Hindman raised and officered 
here against authority, and “without authori- 
ty,” has, by disease, death, and desertion, 
windled to a mere handful of men. Tne 
same material, if it had never been thus or- 
ganized, or if, after organization, it had been 
sent to Bragg as he entered Kentucky, would 
have enabled him to be on the Ohio line to- 
day. It certainly could have held Vicksburg 
and its approaches, if assigned to that duty. 
Hence 1 said in the early part of this address, 
that not only the ruin of our State but of our 
cause rnighi be attributed to Hindman aud 
the Jofin-ons. The forty thousaud men sacri- 
ficed to their ambition, could have turned the 
scale in any State — and department. 

VICKSBURG AND rEMUERTON. 

But, with atl our sufferings aud sorrows, we 
bad hopes of success and better things while 
’icksburg held out. But Mr. Davis had a pet 
appointee here. His narrow stubornness and 
great vanity would not permit him to remove 
1’emberton, because such removal would be 
admission that Mr. Davis was wrong. 
Rather the people suffer than such admission. 
Pemberton wes.a bad appointment — clearly 
incompetent. Possessing the confidence of 
neither citizen or soldier, and Mr. Davis cogni- 
zant of it, be was still retained in command. 
He lost Vicksburg. In his department were 
sixty thousand troops when Gen. Grant un- 
dertook the bold and hazardous -plan of run- 
ning our batteries at Vicksburg and marching 
inland with lees than fifty thousand men for 
duty. 

Contrary to all military science and experi- 
ence, Pemberton scatters instead of massing 
bis forces. He leaves a weakened force at 
Port Hudson, flanked on both sides, reduces 
ihe garrison at Vicksbnrg, and loaves small 
lorcea at Raymond, Grand Gulf, Jackson, 
Vazco City, and other points way up in Mis- 
sissippi. Gen. Grant Wr.s thus enable:*, with 
bis columns massed, to whip in detail. 

Alter the repulse at Grand Gulf — which 
forty thousand men on the defensive could 
have prevented, and which were in Pember- 
ton’s department — and the flight from Ray- 
mond, Gen. Joe Johnston was sent to assume 
command. Tbat noble officer, despised by 
Davis, and not even spoken to by that mer- 
cenary wretch, Benjamin, who controls by 
indirection Davis aud Cabinet, cheerfully re- 
paired to JacksoD. Arrived Hi re, he is said 
to have shed tears over the hopelessness of 
flairs, and the splendid opportunity lost. 
You are familiar w ith the rest— our loss at 
Ldwnrdb’s D< pot, and tha fail of Vicksburg 
and Port Hudson, with their brave defenders. 
Thus, with the loss of friends ani relatives, 
came the blighting of your last hopes. And 
all to grafity tbe narrow obstinacy, mean s I- 
fishnets, and personal bate and vinlictiveness 
ot Jefiereon Davis and Judas P. Benjamin. 
Thus Arkansas was cut off from all ohau re of 
irotec’ion, it hope thereof she ever had. Aid 
bus static s the case to-day. 

JEFFERSON DAVIS. 

This gentleman has proven himself totally 
unsuited to the emergency. With tue whole 
cotton crepand wealth of the South at his dis- 
iceal, auu ihe fiiendoh.p of uiauy European 
owers, be bus accomplished nothing abroad. 
His foreign pokey tz.-s been a stupid failure. 
He has permitted himself to be overreached 
and cutmauagcd in ( very tiling. His policy 
at tome, while proving Dim to be strong in 
some respects, has shown him to be weak, 
mean, and malignant in others. Hu is cold, 
selfish, and supieniely ambitious; and, under 
tie cover of outward sanctity aud patriotism, 
flows concealed the strongest vein of hypoc- 
risy and demugogism. 

He has never been up to the magnitude of 
the unceitaking. He refused troops for tue 
war in May, A.D. 1861, because he did not 
know that they would be needed II is 
idea at first seems to have been tbat hoilililiua 
would soon cease, aud he bent his energies lor 
cheap war. His preparations and outfit 
weie, accordingly, contracted aud parsimoni- 
ous. Awakemu to a sense of bis error, bis 
next aim seems to have bu n to couq ler his 
foes, aud put down every man that has Crossed 
bis pathway in life. The latter success at all 
tveDIE. Instances of Ibis are uumerous. but 
ihat of Senator Brown — the peer of Mr. Davis 
in every thing, his superior in many and liis 
rival and successful competitor for the Uuited 
States Senate — is pointed. He joined a com- 
pany in Davis’s army, and was elected captain. 
He tad capacity for any position. Yet Mr. 
Davis, not looking to the public interest, but 
to tbe gratification of his own private feel- 
ings, sees this opportunity to strike an old 
rival and i mbraci s if. Henfased him all pro- 
motion, and left him tbe alternative of wear- 
ing himself out es a captain of acompaay, or 
seekiDg position elsewhere. Mr. Bio- u selec- 
tion to tbe Confederate Senate terminated the 
matter. He drove U>n. Guslavus W. Smith 
f rt m the army. He was oqci* ready to remove 
Stonewall Jackson, and only -the success of 
the latter, backed by a powerful and excited 
paity, prevented it. He overslaughs i aud 
oppressed Bcouregard, because be 1st tbe peo- 
ple know that be desired to move on Wash- 
ington at oDce, after the first Manassas fight, 
and .was prevented b.y Davis. lie drove G. u. 
Walker, of Georgia, out of ihe service. He 
retained Hindman iu Arkansas, with a posi- 
tive knowledge of fcisoutrages. H- rernovel 
him, but to endorse Dis acts. He retains 
Holmes here to giatify the Johnsons, at the 
min cf cur pnc-ple. He has pureu *d and op- 
pnssed General Price, because, I suppose, the 
latter was made a Brigadier in Mexico, and 
Da vis was uot. He retained Pemberton iu 
ix'mmand, agaii st ihe wishes of the army and 
the country; ar.d, To add insult to it all, sends 
him tu Mobile to take command, where li? is 
exi crated by every man, woman, aud child. 
Bj a trick and a swindle, he got Genera! J. E. 
Juhbstcn away from command iu Virginia, 
si d gave bitn no other definite position until 
ibete w as a pressing emergency and a chance 
to damage him — thereby showing both this 
confidence in him and his malignity toward 
him. lie drove Gee. Pike out of the army to 
gratify Hindman and the Johnsons, and there- 
by lost to us the whole of the Indian country, 
ard, if the war continuer, will plane the tom- 
al.awk and scalping knife at the throats o? 
our women and children. He retains a weak 
and inefficient Cabinet, aad never calls them 
in council, that he may reign a sole despot ove ' 
our people. He has had at his disposal physi- 
cal force enough to carry out acts the m s a - 
li’rtiy and oppressive. He has used that fore.'. 
He has shown his peltishness and disre- 
gard lor the interest of the peop!“, by his ap- 
pointment of Heath, Van Dorn, Dick Taylor, 
Davis, and Mansfield Lovell, all relatives, aud 
aQe'.ike incompetent. He has alienated the 
people of Georgia; so much so, that were th’ 
Conftdcracy acknowledged to-day, Georgia 
would not remain two years under him. I 
heard a Confederate General of great promi- 
, pence, who understands the feeling in that 
State, so declare. And as significant of this. 
Governor BrowD, of Georgia, gave to General 



G. W. Smith, meanly and spitefully driven 
out of the army by Davis, the Presidency of 
the Etowah Iron Works, with a salary larger 
than that of his salary as Lieutenant-General. 
He falsified all his promises to Kentucky, and 
took General Humphrey Marshall’s command 
away from him, turning it over to his old po- 
litical rival, General Preston, to gratify the 
partisan requirements of Kentncky citizens, 
who bad suddenly risen from the obscure po- 
sition of pork-packers to that of Senators and 



Representatives in the Confederate Congress, 
and jugglers in that political Sodom. Iu a 
word, be has enriched and honored his friends, 
ruined and impoverished his enemies! Has 
given over tbe people, those of Arkansas es- 
pecially, to plunder and oppression by his fa- 
vorites, and in no instance punished the of- 
fender. 

1 admit tbat in some things he looms up 
above other men; but he has so many defects 
end weaknesses beneath others, that i; reduces 
him to a very poor second rate character. And 
you can never change him. His life has been 
warped by political intrigue. His prejudices 
have bem narrowed and his hales embittered 
by years of partisan strife. • And you had as 
wdl take the oak which has been ben*, while 
a twig and beat upon by tbe storms of centu- 
ries, when its bougbs are falling off and its 
truck decaying, r.nd attempt to straighten it 
up teward fceaven, as to attempt the straight- 
ening of a character so waroeil and bent by 
ycurs ot political siorm and intrigue. 

WIIAT SHALL WE DO? 

This question naturally comes np, after all 
tbat bas preceded. If Mr. Davis, when he held 
the lives and 1'urluoes off many millions in his 
hands, so blundered as to lose his opportunity, 
what can we hope from him, now that asceue 
of blackness, of anguish, aDd desolation 
reigns where wealth, happiness, and plenty 
smiled. If he would not protect Arkansas 
when he could, but, instead, gave it over to 
plunder aud oppression by his pets, what have 
we to hope cow that he trembles in Richmond 
for bis own safety, and wakes up at last to the 
terrible reality of bis weakness, folly, and in- 
discretion? If we were not protected when 
we could have been, and if we cannot now be 
protected, what must we do? Some say con- 
tinue the struggle — let the last man die, &c. 

I think differently. We ought to end the 
stiuggle and submit. But you say it is hu- 
miliating. No more thau to surrender when 
whipped. We have done tbat often — always 
when we could do no better. I have tried the 
experiment twice, and found it by no means 
foolish. Submission i3 bnt surrender. We 
are fairly beaten in tbe whole result, and 
sbould at once surrender the poiut. 

If we don’t get the happiness we enjoyed in 
the old Government, we can get no more mis- 
ery than we have felt under Jefferson Davis. 
But I look for pence there. We had it many 
v cars. Even while we are arrayed against it, 

1 find that hostile forces in our midst give 
more pioteclion to citizens than they had 
w hen Holmes and Hindman were here.” It is 
tine tbe Johnsons tell you that General Steele 
has imprisoned and impressed people here. 
Not a word of truth in it. And they know 
it is all false. In a few months, when no more 
Cotfirdeiate money can be invested, and noth- ' 
ing more made ont of the people, they will 
sneak beck and claim his protection. 

But we are whipped — lairly beaten. Our 
armies are meltiDg and ruin approaches U3. 
Will continuing this struggle help us? Every 
battle we might gain ought to wring tears 
from the hearts of Southern men! We are 
just that much weaker, that much usurer our 
final ruiD. Anguish and sorrow and desola- 
tion meet U9 wherever vre turn. The longer 
tbe struggle tbe more of it. 

Don’t let yourselves be deceived with the 
hope that the United States will abandon the 
struggle. They can never do it. They have 
toiled and spent too much to see the solution 
cf the problem and not foot up the figures. 
They scarcely feel tbe war at home. Their 
citiu- are more populous and thrifty to-day 
than ever. For every man that dies or gets 
killed iu battle, two emigrate to tbe country. 
Their Tillages and towns, their fields and 
country, flourish ee fresh as ever. They cou'd 
rink tbeir armies tc-day and raise new levies 
to cuish us, and not feel it. 

How is it with ns? Tbe last man is in the 
field, half onr territory overrun, our cities 
gone to wreck — peopled alone by the aged, 
tbe lame, and halt, and women and children! 
While deserted towns, and smoking ruins, an i 
plantations abandoned and laid waste, meet 
us on all sides, and anarchy and ruin, disap- 
pointment and discontent lower over al the 
land. 

FOREIGN INTERVENTION. 

You rely upon foreign intervention! Aias, 
and alas! how many live9, hopes, and for- 
tunes have been buried under this fatal delu- 
sion! It bas held us ©n to a hopeless strug- 
gle, w hile the belt of desolation has girdled us 
closer, and tbe aea of anguish and sorrow 
risen higher, flushed with the tears of ruined 
and bereaved ones! France will not interfere. 
Louis Napoleon bas at heart the building of 
the transit route connecting the two oceans. 

If he can keep up this struggle until that is 
accomplished, the star of England's asceud- 
tncy on the ocean goes out before him, and 
tbe whole commercial world becomes sub- 
sidiary to him. To keep up this struggle, he 
will celude us continually wi h false hopes, 
rt eking nothing how much wo bleed audsuff-r. 

I eten suspect the pretended loans to us in 
France rest upon a policy of this sort, ani that 
be is at tbe bottom of it. 

But if Louis Napoleon docs propose to inter- 
fere find take us under bis “protection,” what 
thtu? A.nolber Maximilian for im — for Amer- 
icans ! “Forbid it, tuy countrymen! Forbid 
it, Heaven 1” Our fathers threw off colonial 
dt prndence upon a European crotvned head. 
Itw ould be ignominious iu us to go back half 
a century ana more to accept what they freed 
us from.’ Much less to risk a despot over us. 
So eager ere some of our leaders for this in- 
terfi r< nee, that 1 am told it is proposed to give 
Napoleon Texas as a bonus for his good graces 
end kiidlv aid! And tbe “Lone Star" may 
b* barded over by Davis at any moment, ao 
f„r as he can do it. The thought ought to 
make the blood of every American citizen 
mount to his cheek. Whenever this is at- 
tempted, I shall lie one »o m st the legions cf 
Fratcc* under the old flag, to b.ttla for the 
safety of republican instiur.ionsf Bat sup- 
pssu he offers recognition alone. It is a bar- 
ren offering. Suppose he offers it couoled 
with uetiftance? It comes toj late I Timeo 
Danaos mvnera ferenles. No more dangerous 
and degtruetive alliance, in our prostrate con- 
dition, tould be foimed, however eagerly w? 
might, at first, have graepted it. For, even if 
we should succeed with bis aid, and the strug- 
gle would be as doubtful, as terrible (and iie 
would abnrsdem usatany moment), the French 
Empire of Mex*oo right at our d.inrs would 
swallow up Cuba and all the contiguous 
isianJe, and absorb that part of Mexico th it 
we, as a naiiou, would btpje to get. Aud the 
day v. e settle tlelib. r&tely a monarchy on this 
side cf tbe ocean we prepare crowns for kings 
and fetters for the people on every toot of 
gicund upen the Amtncan continent. Bat, 
us I said, there will be no interference. 

DISSENSIONS IN THE NORTH. 

Have lo bope3 for a divided Nor'b. It is 
ou the surface; sca cely goes to the bottom of 
tbeir politics, much less shaking the great 
msssib of Iheir determined peopile. Remem- 
ber, loo, that much of the South is with them. 
There is nodivision as far as fighting us is con- 
cerned. The mildest of them simply propose 
piace by reconstruction. That rejected, li.ey 
ere to pnss us wiih redoubled energy. Let 
ua r.ot, after all our misfortunes ani blun- 
riirs, construe the struggle between pol- 
,ti . iens for .place into sympathy tor 
ourselves. But how could they propose 
peace? Who Woulu bring tha message? To 
whom would it be delivered? And should 
ibe proposition be made and rejected we are 
that much w orse off for it. We mu t propose 
peace, for we ought to know when we have 
pot eDoagb'df the thing. 

GUERILLA WARFARE. 

Do not rely upon splitting up our army and 
adopting this mode of warfare. It will con- 
tribiite nothing lo the general result, and only 
i ntail more suffering. If practised behind 
the Federal lines it subdue? our own people, 
D con vi m many" of our soldiers into rob&ers 
find plunderers, and brings down oftentimes 
teirible retribution upron tbe head3 of our eiti- 
?e> s. W bat does tho shooting of a few 
iri'ede and fo s on a railroad train amount 
lo? And your own friends, as prisoners, go- 
ing or returning, are on nearly all of tbora. 
1c older to shoot a citizen or soldier opposed 
to y ou, you risk taking the life of a relative, a 
Irii’r.d, or, perhaps, a brother soldier, wfio, 
having lingered lung in piisons, is returning 
with his sad heart full of home and loved ones. 

And then to fire upon steamboats. It is 
dangerous to your friends; unmanly and un- 
Boldrerly in the extreme. Befoiea city is fired 
upoD it is the 3uty of tbe commanding officer 
to give fcis adversary rer.eonable noti :e to re- 
move ibe women, children, and non-combxf- 
aLtf. Steamboats always have more or loss of 
this cities of pieople on board. A single shot 
may diatrov a steamboat with all its passen- 
gers. How : much stronger, then, the reason 
not to tire u[ od it until a like notice is served. 

A ft w days since a Confederate officer was 
aboard a transport with bis family. The boat 
web fired upon by guerillas. He. stepped for- 
w ard and eutreaied the party not to fire, that, 
iheir friends w ere or. board. A ball entered 
bisiieart end bis w idow and orphans are in 
ilie caie of strangers! He was the only per- 
,( e touchid. 

On tbe boat tbat transported us were the 
wive?, sisters, Bed nf6:her3 of Missonri sol- 
dier?, who bad left home and country to join 
iheir bus' Ends and relatives in tbe Southern 
army. How teriible was tho thought which 
ofitn recurred to me on our trio, that the ball 
of the guerilla, in the foolish hope of killing a 
foe, might po to the heart of his homeless 
wife, then throbbing with anxiety to be once 



more pressed to his manly bosom! And tbi; 
is a constant danger. Not a boat but contains 
more cr less of those people. 

But this mode of warfare, while contribut- 
ing nothing toward the general result, breaks 
up the peace of communities. It has ntv r 
whipped. an army. Never retarded its pro- 
gress. Never cut off its supplies or interfer’d 
materially with its operations. It recoilsupin 
ns invariably. For instance, we fall back be- 
fore tbe enemy. Onr family is left in bis Iine3. 
The country around them has beta devastated. 
The United States authorities permit the bring- 
ing of suppdies. We fire npon their transports. 

No more supplies come, and our families are 
left upon the verge of starvation. The thing 
bas occurred both in Tennessee and Arkausa”. 

I implore all of our citizens within the Fed- 
eral line s to remaiu at home and keep quiet. 
Let West Tennessee bo a warning to yon. 
bong since that country would have liven 
quiet, and the people recovering from th. ir 
Iveses, had it not heen infested with guerillas, 
who, abandoning warfare, have plundered 
friend ar.d foe, en * kept life and prop :rtv in- 
secure. indeed a detailed account of their 
ac's would be sickening and disgusting in the 
ixtreme. As the Federal army advances 
through Aikanras, let the sunlight of peace 
be behind it, however dark and tbreateniog 
the cloud ahi-ttd. If we do not, robbers and 
friebcolers will take possession of our s oil, 
and soon depopulate and convert it into a 
Waste. 

> EGRO SLAVERY. 

I am asked If Mr. Lincoln’s Emancipition 
Prodamation will stand. If you continue 
the^struggle, certainly. He has the physical 
force at his disposal to carry it out. If you 
cease now, yon may save ail in your hands, or 
com promise cn gradual emancipation. But 
let, 1 beseech you, the negro no longer stand 
ia the way of the happiness aud safety of 
friends and kindred. 

The changes of sentiment, upon this ques- 
tion, in tbe South, have been curious. Not 
meny years sii.ee, it was by no means unusu- 
al for the pre f. vnd ihe public men, as well as 
tor the people, ■‘generally in the South, to con- 
cede that slavery was an evil, and regret toat 
it should ever have existed; expressing, how- 
ever, no diap.osition or desire to be rid of it. 
Y'ct, a few years more — the demand tor cot- 
ton having increased, the price of negroes 
having advanced, and the agitation or the 
slavery qneetion having increased ia viru- 
lence — finds us defending slavery as a divine 
irstitution. De Bow’s Review, and other 
Southern papers and periodicals, with Senator 
Hammond, of S. 0., were prominent in thi3 
defence. Tceir object was to educate tie 
Sculbern mind to this belief Sacb a course b is 
teen vital to the existence of slavery; be- 
cause, to concede that negro slavery v. us mor- 
ally w ioLg, was virtually to concede the whole 
argument to the abolitionists. As the con- 
troversy warmed, we became sensitive. And 
so morbidly so, that the North might have 
threatened with impunity to deprive -us of 
btriei, or other property, yet the whole South 
would be ublsze if some fanatic took one ne- 
gro. Such was public sentiment, South, at 
ibe commencement of ibis most unfortunate 
and bloody struggle. But revolutions shake 
up. men's thoughts, and put them in different 
channels. I have recently talked with South- 
ern slaveholders (rein every State. They are 
.tiled of regro slavery, and 1 believe they 
could make more clear money, and liva more 
peaceably without than Willi it. As for the 
non-slaveholder ot the South, I honestly 
thought the stiuggle was for him more than 
for his wealthy neighbor — tbat to free, the ne- 
gro wonld reduce to comparative slavery the 
poor white man. I now regret that, instead 
of a war to sustain slavery, it had»not been 
a struggle at the ballot-box to cclonizi it. 
This w ill clearly be the next struggle. 

I am of opinion tbat, whether it is a divine 
institution or not, negro slavery has a •com- 
p.l shed its mission here. A great mission it 
had. A new and fertile country had bsen 
difccv. red and must be made useful. Tfce ne- 
cissi’ies of mankind pressed for its speedy de- 
velopment. Negro slavery was the instrument 
to < ff* cl tbis. It alor.e could open up the fer- 
tile miasmatic legions of the South, soiviug 
the problem of their utility, which no theorist 
could have leached. It was the magician 
which suddenly revolutionized the commerce 
ot the world by tile solution of this problem. 
Itpu plad and made opulent the barr n hills 
ot New Ei.glaud, and threw its powerful in- 
fluence across the great Northwest ekaading 
es a wa.l tetween the two sections, it caught 
atd rolled northward tLe wealth end popula- 
tion of the old w odd, aud held in their place 
the restlis9 adventurers of New England, 
or turned them along the great prairies and 
valleys cf the West. Tnus New England 
reached its climax, aa l the Northwest was 
oveigrown of its age, while the South, with 
its negro la-oieif, w as sparsely settU d, and 
con.) araiivelv poor. Thus slavery had done 
i’s utmost for New England and it,-! North- 
west, end was a weight upon the Sau-u. It, 
at tbis point, its disappearance could have 
clearly commenced, wbat untoM suffering 
at.d sorrow might have been avoided! 

Its existence bad become iocomDauble with 
the existence of the Government; tor wnila it 
had stoed bb a wall, damming up ; h? cu r rc-nt 
and koicing back the people and laborers of 
ibe North, it had, by thus precluding free ia- 
tcicourse between the sections, produced a 
maiked change in their mauners, customs, 
fu d sentiments. And the two sections' were 
glow ing more divergenteveryday. This wa'l, 
or il.e Goven.ment one, must give way. Tne 
shock came which was to settle the question. 

1 thought tbat the G-a eminent was divided 
and negro slavery established forever. I erred. 
The Government was stronger than slavery. 
As I have said, the mission of the latter is ae- 
ctmplishi d. And, as his happiness must at- 
wuje be subordinate to that of the white mau, 
be must, ere long, depart on tfic foot-prints of 
ibe Red man, whose mission b.ing accom- 
plished, ia fast fading from our midst. 

While I ihmk tho mission ot the negro is 
accomplished here, l ana clearly of the opin- 
ion that the time trill com? when civilization 
and burning shall light up the durk abodes 
•of tbe four hundred million people in Iadia, 
and when thi ir wan 3 and net* cities will put 
ibe patient nmi hardy negro to tailing und 
i pining up the great, valley of the f. rt iie but 
D:iasmatic Amazon. But such speculations 
arc out ot place b-r9. 

1. i us, fellow citizens, endeavor fo be calm. 
Lit us look these new ideas, and onr novel 
pisition, iquan-lv ia the face. We fought for 
n. g-ro iluvi ry . \Yc have lost We may h -.ve 
to co without it. The inconve. i -nee will bo 
pri u for a while. The loss heavy. Tais, 
however, is already well nigh accomplished 
Y’et, I n bind this dark cloud is a silver lining, 
if not for ns, at least for our children. In the 
place ot ibete bonesmen will come nn im- 
merse influx or people from all parts of the 
v oild, bringing with them tbtir wealth, arts 
and impiyvemt nts, and lending their talents 
an.; sinews to increase our aggregate wealth. 
Thritt and trade and a common destiny will 
bind us together. Machinery i:t the hills of 
Arkar.sas will reverberate to th. music ot ini- 
chiLery- in New England, and the whirr of 
Georgia f pin dies will meet responsive echo 
upon tfce slopes of tbe far off Pacific. Protec- 
tive tariffs, it Reeded, will stre'ch ia their in- 
llucnces from the Lakes to tbe Gulfj and irons 
ocean to ocean, bearing alike, at least, equally 
upon Avkttnsian and Vermonter, and upon 
Georgian and Californian. Difference of sec- 
tion und local sentiment will wear away aad 
lie lorgolten, and the next generation bs more 
boinegi neons and united than any since the 
days of tfce Revolution. An i the descendants 
of these bloody times will tea I, with as much 
pride find little jealousy, of these buttles of 
their fathers, a3 tDe English and S o‘ch des- 
cendants of the heroes o! Finddeulield, read of 
iheir ancestral achievements in thsglowiDg 
lines ot 8eotu or, ns the descendants of high- 
land and lowland chiefs, allusions to their 
fathers’ conflicts in the simple strains of tha 
rustic Burns. 

Let us live in hope, my gtief stricken broth- 
ers, that the day is not far distant when Ar- 
kansas will rise from th? aD es of fcer desol v 
lion to stait on a path of higher destiny than, 
with negro slavery, she ever could have 
i cached; while the reunited go---- Turnout, freed 
from this CBDkertug tore, will be more vigor- 
ous and powerful, and more thrifty, opulent, 
mil happy than though tie scourge of war 
bad never desolated her fields or made sor- 
rowful her hearthstones!

BDY. 

I hefilated long, my lellnw-citizens, before 
I determined to issue this fidd'- s. I dislike 
to be abused pnd slandered. But mure than 
all, dislike to live under a cloud with those 
friends who have uot yet reached my stand- 
point. And, besides, all I poesi sr. isin tbe Con- 
federate lines.

There 
is not so much danger of monopolies as they 
commonly occur, as there is from monopolies 
v bich are the r. suits of combinations A 
ecu! dealer w ho is not competent to fix his 
price without the aid of others is not a sifa 
men to deal with. Such a man will just &3 
likely send sho’t measure to a customer as the 
full amount bought, and all buyers should 
I r rsistently avoid every dealer who thus cum 
bii cs with others to regulate the price. This 
tepulation of the prtceo! the necessaries oflife 
is nothing more nor less than a system of 
fwindiiog on a large and universal scale. Its 
being universal, or commonly adopted by the 
trade, does not in the least abate tho wrong to 
the eomruiu.i'y, though it may in many in- 
stances be a salvo to the consciences of those 
engaged. 

We think there will be a plenty of coal 
here. Ti e river about the mines is gorged 
w ith boats, now loaded, and more will be 
mined ready tor loading as fast as necessary. 
We are sanguine therefore that hereafter, un- 
icss there is some unforeseen enormous de- 
mand, there will bean abundance of coal for 
all the wants or demands cf ibis community. 

Tbe high price of labor and provisions must 
recessarily make the price somewhat higher 
than iu former years, but we think it must 
<oire to sixteen, possibly eighteen, but uot 
higher than twenty cents. CONSUMER.

Interesting from the Virginia Armies. 
River Still Falling Pittsburg. 

[Special. | 

Washington, Nov. 18. 
Information bas been received here to the 
efleet tbat Longstreet’s corps, or a portion of 
it, is moving in the direction between Chat- 
tanooga and Loudon, as if intending a demon- 
stration on Burnside’s forces at Knoxville. 
Some skirmishing has akeadv occurred with 
the outposts of the latter, and a battle may 
not be impossible, though the movement is 
regarded as one of great daring for the rebel 
corps to be eo far from its bass. 

Bnrnside is believed to be strongly fortified, 
and it is thought here that he cannot be dis- 
lodged from hie position. 

An intelligent deserter has arrived iu our 
lines, who left bis regiment — the'Zl Louisiana 
Tigers— on tbe 7th inst , it being then sta- 
tioned between Brandy Station and Culpapper 
Courthouse. The Tigers, he says, now num- 
ber bnt four hundred men. The whole rebel 
army is now in front ot us. He estimates it 
at from 45,bfiQ* to 50,000, consisting of A. P. 
Hill’s, Ewell's, aud part of D. H. Hill’s corps. 
No other troops have been sent west from 
Lee's army since thedeparture of Longstreei’s 
corps and part of D. H. Hill’s. 

Tbe talk in the rebel army was that troops 
would be brought back to Lee’s army, now 
tbat Hill has been suspended from command. 
He thinks Lee does not mean to give battle 
this side of his entrenchments upon the Rapid 
Ann, which he describes as rather formidable 
but susceptible of being turned. 

He describes things among the Confederate 
roldiers na decidedly blue, in view of their 
scant supplies of food and clothing. A con- 
siderable portion of the Tiger tegiment were 
barefoot when be left. Soldiers had bean re- 
duced to quarter rations, and threats to desert 
were openly made in camp. The allowance 
consists eoleiy of flour and beef.

Memphis, Nov. 16. 

The country people back of Fort Pillow have 
probably suflered more from depredations of 
guerillas than any others along the Mississippi 
liTer. Scarcely a day passes but more or less 
of the planters "ant those keening small stores 
sre plundered. Tbe people have become ex- 
asperated to sucb an extent tbat they have de- 
termined to league together and hang all of 
tfce villains that can he caught. 

On Friday last, after a Dew depredation, 
some citizens, assisted by soldiers from the 
forty tearing of a robber rendezvous, started 
out, and, alter a long march, came up with and 
captured three of the gang, two whites, named 
Duvisand Bnckley, aud a negro. They we.re 
given a trial at once, found guilty, and execu- 
ted by fcacging on the spot. Buckley before 
tfce war was esteemed an honorable and well 
to do farmer. 

The conscription is still going on in Shelby 
and Tipton counties. Robbing of plantations 
is of daily occurrence. 

The steamer Leonard arrived this morning 
from White River and reports guerillas swarm- 
ing around its mouth, and tbat the gunboat 
stationed there was expecting them to attack 
a patty sent from thegunboatin pnrsuitof the 
bar d tbat burned the Allen Collier. 

Tfce Atgus has just received tha Little Rock 
National Democrat of the llKh, which has re- 
ceived the Washington Telegraph of the 28th, 
published in Hempstead county. It says that 
Kirbj Smith, as Lieutenant-General com- 
manding, has issued an address to the people 
of Arkansas, Louisiana, and Texas, calling 
for tbe lonnation of a coin maud tor local or 
home defence. He says: “By a vigorous and 
united effort, you can preserve your property, 
you can secure independence for yourselves 
and children — all that renders life desirable. 
Endure nwbile longer, and victory and peace 
must crowD your effort?.” Persons not with- 
in conscription age — 18 to 45 — are to compose 
flue branch of the service.

Jla-f-Wc learn by a despatch from Gener.il 
Burnside’s headquarters that all is right there. 
His army feels entirely safe. This is most 
gratifying intelligence. 

Burke pronounced the French revolu- 
tion causeless. We think ho was wrong, but 
the words in which be asserted the error are 
singularly true of this rebellion. Alluding to 
the Parliament of Paris, iu h<3 Reflections cn 
the Revolution in France, he said: “They 

have seen the French rebel again3t a mild and 
lawful monarch, with more fury, outrage, and 
insult, than ever any people has been known 
to rise against the most illegal usurper, or 
the most sanguinary tyrant. Their resist- 
ance was made to concession; their revolt 
was from protection; their blow was aimed 
at a hand holding out graces, favors, 
and immunities.” With what fidelity < 
and felicity does this language describe the 
mad rebellion of the South. Nor is the ac- 
companying reflection of Burke less apposits 
to the Southern rebellion. “This,” he imme- 
diately adds, "was unnatural. The rest is iu 
cider.” And he then proceeds to depict “the 
rest” is terms which though more eloquent 
ere certainly not more heart-rending or more 
appalling than those in which Mr. Gantf in 
the address we publish elsewhere depicts “the 
rest” of this infernal rebellion. The rebellion 
itself is indeed “nnnatural;’' but “the rest is 
in order.” Nothing could be more natural 
than the terrible consequences which have 
flowed from it. Nothing could be more “iu 
rrder” than such consequences. 

If the reader would catch a glimpse of these 
consequences, let him examine the address of 
Kr. Gantt. The disclosures of this address are 
worthy of profound meditation. They show 
in a striking manner how fearfully the re- 
bellion has proved its own punishment. We 
confess we think Mr. Gantt commits a very 
grave error in principle when he represents 
the rebellion as hinging on an irrepressible 
conflict between the institutions of the South 
and cf the North, and a very grave error in pol- 
icy when he tells the Southern people they 
must prepare to surrender their own institu- 
tions as a consequence of the triumph of the 
Union, these views belonging rather to the 
cause Mr. Gantt has abandoned than to the 
cause we trust he has iu good faith espoused; 
but, as respects the wickedness of the rebel 
leaders and the hopelessness of the rebel- 
lion itself, Mr. G.’s address is assuredly mast 
instructive and impressive. The startling 
facts it exhibits cannot fail to exert a strong 
and salutary influence on the betrayed and 
suffering masses of the South. Heaven grant 
tl at such may be the result. As causeless re- 
bellion is the spring of all their evils, so sub- 
mission to the lawful authority of the Union 
is the true and only remedy for them. 

The people of the South acted madly iu 
rebelling. They see the effect. Nay, they 
feel it with agonizing acuteness. “Their 
resistance was made to concession"; and 
they are groaning under merciless exactions. 
“Their revolt was from protection"; and 
they are experiencing murderous oppres- 
sion. “Their blow was aimed at a hand 
bolding out graces, favors, and immunities"; 
and they are deprived of these blessings. 
Now, let them cease their “resistance”, aban- 
don their “revolt”, and no longer aim their 
•‘blow’’ at the paternal hand of the Union, 
and in due season and in due form “conces- 
sion” and “protection”, together with “graces, 
favors, and immunities”, will once more be 
theirs. Thi9 is a most honorable way of re- 
storing the condition they have lost; and in 
no other way can the happy result ever come 
to pass. ■ 

There is perhaps no other State in the 
country iu which volunteering goes on so rap- 
idly as in Indiana. The quota of that State, un- 
der the Government's last call, has been near- 
ly filled, and we are rssured that it will be 
filled entirely within the next few days. 

This fact, so honorable to Indiana, is un- 
doubtedly due in a very considerable degree 
to the sagacity and energy of her Governor. 
Though we differ materially from Governor 
Morton in many thiugs, we take pleasure iu 
saying, that, from the first breaking out of the 
rebellion, he has devoted his exertions, night 
and day, and almost exclusively, to the busi- 
ness ot promoting the honor and the military 
efficiency x>f his State. Under the President's 
first call, which was for seventy-five thousand 
men, Gov. ,d.,iu an almost incredibly brief pe- 
riod, noi. only raised, .armed, equipped, and 
clothed the six regiments which were the quo- 
ta of the State, but offered twenty more. The 
offer w r.ot accepted, and thereupon the 
Governc mustered the twenty regiments into 
the State service, put them iu camp, and kept 
them un”er drill uutil the time came when 
the Government wanted them. He has given 
his person::! attention and his utmost personal 
exertions unremittingly to the efficiency of 
Indiana and thus to the salvation of the 
country. 

But we do not by any means iDtend to as- 
cribe to Gov Morton all the honor ot the ex- 
tensive and prompt volunteering iu Indiana, 
or even the chief share of it. No, we ascribe 
it to the people themselves. The population 
of that State are brave and patriotic. 
They are unsurpassed iu the depth and 
Bternness of their devotion to the republic. 
They not only go to fight, but they do fight. 
The troops of Indiana have greatly distin- 
guished themselves upon every battle-field. 
They have never faltered in the face of dan- 
ger. They have ever gone where aay officer 
led or sent them. Kentucky justly claims to 
be a fighting State, but she can claim no supe- 
riority over Indiana, Illinois, Wisconsin, and 
low a.

The fear expressed by our correspondent is 
rational, and it justly apolies to this case in 
particular as well as lo such cases in general. 
The proposed meeting i? Called under 
the auspices of men in Illinois and In- 
diana who have acted heretofore with the 
radicals, and who intend to act hereafter 
with the radicals. The men in question 
are radicals to all intents and purposes. 
The object of the meeting is indeed simply to 
reinforce the radical ranks in the coming 
Presidential contest. This fact is weil under- 
stood on all sides, as is evinced sufficiently by 
the applause the movement receives from the 
most ultra radical journals and by the con- 
demnation it receives from the most judicious 
conservative journals. For example, the Chi- 
cago Tribune, as radical as its New York 
nomrsake, warmly applauds the movement, 
while the Chicago Post, as conservative a3 its 
Boston namesake, warmly condemns the 
movement; and so with the radical and the 
conservative journals in general. The former 
uniformly cheer the movement; the latter

Our correspondent’s suspicion is undoubt- 
edly just.

cal grimalkin’s second appearance in the con- 
servative meal-tub, and particularly as he was 
both detected and exposed on his first appear- 
ance, we think the dodge may be fairly coa- 
sidereda3 about played out.

They mean such a Democrat as Ben- 
jamin F. Butler or Andrew Johnson or Rob- 
ert Dale Owen. In a word, the phrase “War 
Democrat” in the mouths of the radicals is 
merely another form of expression for aboli- 
lionized Democrat. And this the public now 
comprehend. Hence, the phrase has lost what- 
ever power to deceivo it may have once pos- 
sessed. It is fast becoming a name of oppro- 
bium and of weakness instead of a name of 
power. The radicals have disgraced it, as 
they disgrace or tend to disgrace everything 
else they touch. For this reason we do not 
apprehend that the meeting at Chicago will 
do the radicals much good or the country 
much hurt. It will be a sort of farce in which 
the actors laugh in each other’s faces.

New Yobk, Not. 10. 

The slssner Dupont, from Charleston bsr 
cn the everin" of the lGlh, reports that the 
bctEbertment of Sumpter continued d iy and 
ni^ht, aud the fort is much reduced, aad will 
be compelled lo surrender in a short time. 

A New Orbens letter of the 11th, to tbe 
Fxprets, says: Oar los9 in the Cornu Crow 
aflair is not less than fire hundred killed and 
woneded, and one thousmd prisoners. Oar 
troops were caught napping, aad ware greatly 
oulnumbi rod. Two twelTS-pounier Parrotts 
wore captured by tbe rebels, whose force num- 
bered orer five thousand. Oars did not num- 
ber over eighteen hundred, being the rear- 
j guard of our army. General Price was 
reported at Alexandria, with fifteen thousand 
mi n, for which reason, as well ft3 the impossi- 
bility of getting supplies, it was ileemeei r>sst 
to tall back. Our w agon trains were saved. 

Orders ate said*o have been received, send- 
ing tne 11th army corps to Memphis. 

The rebels have ceased ths paroiment of 
prisoners. 

The steamer Creole, from New Orleans on 
tbe lltb, hes arrived. 

Further details from Teche in relation to 
the attack on Washburn’s advance show our 
loss in killed, wounded, and prisoners at G77. 
The U7ih Indiana was captured almost entire. 
The 6tb Indiana and 96th Ohio lost heavily. 
The rebels outnumbered our force five to one. 
We excelled them in artillery, which, atshort 
range, is thought to have swept off large 
numbers of rebels. 

it is reported that the 3d army corps is or- 
dered to Texas via the Gulf. 

General Wadsworth and Adjutant-General 
Thomas had arrived at New Orleans. 

The Tribune has the following highly im- 
portant special: 

Knoxville, Nov. 19. 

The enemy began skirmisbiDg from their 
position on the Kingston road at 10 j’ clock 
this morniDg. Our advance alone was com- 
posed' wholly of mounted infantry and caval- 
ry, who commanded the position, under com- 
mand of Gen. Sanders, and each man acted 
like a veteran. At noon the enemy opened with 
artillery at short range, principally at a large 
house. Benjamin's battery was the only oas 
which replied, occupying the chief fortifica- 
tion a mile iu front of the town. A desperate 
charge was made by the enemy at about 3 P. 
M. - Our men were protected by rail barri- 
cades on the crest of a hill. General Sanders 
was severelv wounded, aud was borue from 
the field. We yielded the position and feil 
back a third of a mile to a stronger one. We 
have lost 1U0 men, a quarter of whom were 
killed. The enemy had completely invested 
the place, but Gen. Burnside will defeud it to 
the last man, and, it is believed, successfully. 

Our troops are in the best spirits. Our im 
portaut point is fortified, and confidence pre- 
vails that we shall whip the enemy.

Knoxville, Nov. 17 
Gen. LoDgstreet, a(jcr crossing the Tennes- 
see river ou Saturday morning, the 14th inst., 
was attacked in the evening by Gen. Burn- 
side, who drove the advance guard back to 
tfiihin a mile of the river’s edge by night 
fall. Longstreet crossed the remainder of his 
troops during the night, and, on Sunday 
morning, advanced in force. Gcd. Burnside, 
finding it impossible to cope with him with 
the small force at bis disposal, fell back to 
Lenoire, tbe rear guard skirmishing heavily 
with the enemy throughout the day. T“ 
desperate, charges were made upo- r . 
tion during Sunday night, l ut they were 
repulsed. On Monday mr rnini? (; oneral 
Burnside evacuated Leuc lie t.ut, owing

bell s Station, where a fight ensued, ia^ug 
from late in the morning until dark Our

• e-evn attacked by tne enemy, who made 
several gallant charges, and finally succeeded 
in outflanking our men by driving them to 
the cover cf the batteries, which now opened 
a terrific and destructive fire. The rebels re- 
t rjd before it and gave way, e n f eventually 
lell back to the river. 

It was now three o’clock P. M. The rebels 
slowing a desire to renew the attack, and 
having brought three batteries to their assist- 
ance, Gen. Burnside fell back to a more ad- 
vantageous position, and again give them 
battle. The contest continued, closing at 
nightfall with our troops in possession of 
their own ground. Tbe object or' the fight 
having been obtained, and, as tbe detention 
ot t lie rebels had enabled all our trains to get 
in advance, cur troops fell back during the 
night, and reached Knoxville, where a great 
battle is expreted to-morrow. 

Yesterday the rebel’s advance guard at- 
tacked our outposts npon the London and 
CJinton road, and heavy skirmishing con- 
tinued all day. This morning the attack wsa 
resumed. The rebels fiajing it impossible to 
drive with infantry, brought several guns into 
position, !!Dd poured in a flanking fire. In 
the evening tbey brought forward a heavier 
infantiy forco once more, and, after a brief 
. skirmish, charged our position. A terrific 
band to band conflict occurred. Our men 
fought with the greatest gallantry, but at last 
were compelled to falll back about oue-third 
ot a mile to a strorg lice, which they hold 
to-night. 

We have to regret the wounding of Gen. 
Saunders, who commanded the outpost. His 
situation is critical. Lieut.-Col. Smith, of 
the 20th Michigan, was killed at Campbell’s 
Station. Our loss in that fight was between 
200 and 300. Our loss to-day will not ex- 
ceed 150. Tbe enemy’s losv ou Monday, 
owing to the severe fire of our artillery, 
could not have been much less than 1,000. 
Their loss to day is estimated at four or five 
hundred. 

General Shackelford had n brisk fight on 
Sunday with the rebels on the other side of 
Halt ton, three miles from here, aDd kept them 
in check. At night they disappeared. 

Our men are in the best of spirits, aud per- 
fectly confident cf success tomorrow. 

New York, Njv. 19 
A late London paper publishes a memorial

Tne vessel is disguised 
with paint, &c., and Maffltt, of the Florida, is 
waiting to take command of her, and the 
mi moriaiists implore Russell to prevent her 
departure.

Gkttysborg, Nov. 19.

Washington, Nov. 19. 

By the act of March 31, 1863, the Secretary 

of tbe Treasury is authorized to is:ue $490,- 
000,000 of treasury notes, running not longer 
than three years, and bearing interest at a 
rate not higher than G percent, which b« can 
make a legal tender for ihe face value. Under 
this authority $50,000,000 of the 2-yeara notes 
at 5 per cent interest, payable every Bix 
months, were negotiated with the Associated 
Banks of the three cities on the 8 !h of Sep- 
tember lest. Theta notes aro to be a lej.a! 
tender for their fac« 3 . If paid out by the 
banks they will, to a great degree, operate as 
an equivalent increase of currency. Plates 
have already been prepared for the issue of 
1 -yt-ar notes at the same rate of interest, pay- 
able at maturity with the principal, wnica 
noits wiil also be legal tenders, but no de- 
cision has yet been arrived at as to their is sue. 
The aggregate amount of United States legal 
tender EOtes which ths Secretary has been 
authorized by the various laws of Congress to 
issue is absolutely $400,000,000. All thi 3 
amount has been issued. He ha 3 , besides, 
conditional authority to issue $50,000,000 
more for the redemption of temporary loans, 
slould it become necessary to do so. 

The United States District Court at Alexan- 
dria, Judge Underwood presiding, yesterday 
ordered dr.crees of coufi icatiox and sa'e against 
tbe property of tbi-.teen persons, including 
Captain French Forrest, late of the United 
States Navy. 

Tbe court-martial, of which Major Gaine 3 
was Judge- Advocate, was dissolved to-day. 
Its findings in the following cases are officially 
announefii: Ifaac Frederick McArter, found 
guilty of stealing $46,000 in Government 
money, and sentenced to five years in the 
penitentiary at Albany; Capt. J. YV. Howland, 
A. Q. M., convicted of stealing $16,400, ami 
senttneed to be cashiered, compelled to refund 
the money, and to be confined live years in the 
penitentiary at Albany ; Captain C. Levi, A. 
Q M., convicted of having signed a false cer- 
tificate of pay of men under his command, 
was c: shiered, compelled to refund, and to be 
forever aischatged from holding any office of 
profit or trust in the United States.
